Thes» were the infants 
lost, all the other children, who were 
in another part of the building, being 
saved. 
Soldiers Prove Heroes. 
In deeds of heroism, rivalry in self 
sacrifice, deeds for which some of 
them would have wofl decorations on 
the field of honor, the returned heroes 
who were not confined t o their beds 
lent their efforts to the rescue work 
W hen the first firemen arrived the 
soldiers 
were already 
at 
work, 
at 
great risk to themselves, In handin 
children down the fire escapes. 
Near­ 
ly the whole upper floor was then 
ablaze. 
The firemen rushed in 
and 
seized children right and left, Sub- 
Chief Marin taking four in his aruvs 
at a time.

facing them, and all the time creep 
ing round them, their thoughts were 
still of sacrifice. 
They a*ked if the 
children had all been saved, telling 
their helpers to get them out first.

With the American Armies in the 
Field, 
Feb. 
15.—American 
artillery 
p layed a sp ectacular role in the big 
French attack In the Champ agne re­ 
gion on Wednesday. 
The Yankee gunners with unerring 
accuracy laid down a barrage that cut 
ofl tlu* Germans from their communi­ 
cation trenches, p reventing them from 
retreating or bringing up re-enforce­ 
ments. 
The American batteries effectively 
destroyed German drenches, wire en­ 
tanglements and fortifications. 
The artillery p rep aration for the 
French attack, which p enetrated to the 
third German line, lasted more than 
six hours. 
The Yutikee gunners were 
working like beavers all this time. 
The French infantry leap ed to the 
assault on a 1,500-meter front at 4:15 
o’clock, p receded by a rolling barrage. 
Just an hour later an airp lane ob­ 
server signaled to the American a r­ 
tillery thnt all objectives had been 
attained to the dep th of a mile. 
The Yankee gunners immediately 
switched 
to 
an 
encircling 
barrage 
which p rotected the l’oilus In their new 
p ositions. 
The French sent back 150 German 
p risoners who had been unable to es­ 
cap e through the American barrage. 
Paris, Feb. 15.—The official w ar of­ 
fice statement rep orts lively artillery 
actions In the region east of Reims, in 
tlu* Champ agne. 
The rep ort also says that In the 
large raid American batteries gave 
very effective sup p ort. 
Berlin, Feb. 15,—In their attack on 
the Champ agne front near Tahure, the 
w ar office announces, the French ob­ 
tained a footing In a salient of the 
German p ositions.
